Plato was one of the earliest extensive com- 


mentators on the servant problem. Solomon-had. 
something to say about it. but did .not go into 
the subject so deeply as, the Greek philosopher. 
He wrote books about the problem and held 
learned discussions-on how to treat servants. 
Plato is fair to servants in a-strictly impersonal 
way. Ho counsels his. people never to speak to a 
servant but in n, tone of command and yet to be 
invariably Just to them. He insists that it, is more 
important to be impartially just to servants, than 
to equals, for the equal'-has more opportunity of 
redress than the servant. This, lie says, is espec- 
ially true ot sla-v,es. 


•When Aristotle, who was the teacher of Alexr 
tinder- the Great, came along, he took a milder- 
view. He thought that a servant.should -be- erl- 
couragcxl in a certain degree of familiarity arid 
even went so far as to dint with his servants. In, 
early 'Rome, we have the interesting example ot 
Seneca who thought that servants should be treat- 
ed with the .utmost kindness.

This is just'scraping the surface a little. The 


next time the earnest housewife believes she has 
'occasion to wish for the good old days because 
the servant problem is so difficult, let her won- 
der if, perhaps, she is not better _of£ in an ago 
when so many labor saving devices have made 
servants much more dispensable than they were 
in the clays ot Plato.
